place in the new Europe worthy 
of her historic past. Evidently 
the new Chief of Government has 


the British. Speaking of France’s 
present position, he asked his 
hearers if they really believed that, 
if Russia should be successful, 
Bolshevism would be halted at the 
French frontiers. He presented them 
with the alternatives, either, with 
British help, to be submitted to a 
system that must bring them eventu- 
ally into misery, or, with the help 
of Germany, to become integrated 
into a new Europe in which their 
honour and interests would be 
respected. Monsieur Laval’s thoughts, 
he declared, went out especially 
to those Frenchmen and French- 
women who had suffered attack from 
their former allies. Britain’s attacks 
against French territories had been 
all the more fierce because she had 
been unable to defend her own. The 
British had led France into war; 
they had abandoned her in the 
hour of battle; and finally they had 
tried to destroy her fleet. Now 
that was all over. Marshal Pétain 
and he were ‘‘ united in heart and 
mind”; and France’s only hope of 
future salvation lay in the success 
of his policy of collaboration with 
Germany. 

No man with a heart in his body 
can fail to grieve for France in her 
present plight. We will not attempt 
to pass judgment on Monsieur Laval’s 
policy. That is a question that 
Frenchmen alone must decide. For 
nearly two years the French nation 
has been torn in two. One part has 
been occupied by the Germans; the 
other has been nominally free to 
decide its own affairs. Nearly one 
and a half million young Frenchmen 
have been prisoners of war in German 
hands; and in a country with a 
heavily falling birth-rate this fact 
has been of paramount importance. 
The aged Marshal Pétain has 
done his best to maintain the 
simalacrum of independence against 
mounting odds. - Hemceforward, 
France, under the leadership of 
Monsieur: Laval, will collaborate 
with Germany, hoping, as 
Monsieur Laval declares, to secure 
an honourable place in the “ New 
Order” which Herr Hitler has 
mapped out for the peoples of 
Europe. After yesterday’s broadcast 
there no longer can be any hope of 
a genuine friendship between the 


‘new France.and the peoples of the 


British Commonwealth. What will 
be the future relations between 
France and the United States of 


America? Since the days of Lafayette 


the American people have had a 


particularly warm spot in their 
hearts for the French. During the 


last war the Americans were re- 
garded in France as saviours of the 
Republic, and, although President 
Wilson refused to fall in with the 
Clemenceau-Poincaré-Foch formula 
for the permanent disablement of 
Germany, the attitude of the United 
States towards France during the 


last twenty-five years has been 


almost uniformly benevolent. Now 
the Americans are in the war. They 
have allied themselves once more 
with the British against the “ Axis ”’ 
Powers, and, since Japan’s un- 
heralded attack on their Pacific 
possessions, followed by Germany's 
and Italy’s declaration of war, they 
have become the spearhead of the 
allied cause. During recént weeks 
it has become obvious that President 


Roosevelt and his colleagues have 


been growing more and more restive 


in consequence of France’s general 


attitude. Admiral Leahy, the 


American Ambassador to Vichy, was 


recalled last week to Washington 


‘* for consultation,” and, in view of 


the latest developments, it is highly 
‘unlikely that he will return. Tho 
fact must be faced by everybody con- 
cerned that, France, under the 


deliver 
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's 
broadcast from Vichy yesterday, 
there no longer can be any doubt 
ing the complete volte face 
that has been brought about in 
France. since the capitulation of 
June, 1940. The new Chief of the 
French Government made no attempt 
to temporise, or to cloak his words. 
He announced in blunt terms that | 
ever since he had entered pubiic life 
he had regarded a rapprochement 
between France and Germany as a 
condition of European peace. This 
belief, he added, had become almost 
an obsession with him. He always 
jhad sought agreement with the 
Germans, and no threats now could 
deter him from the pursuit of that 
reconciliation for which he had 
striven for so long.

Discussing 
the relations between France and 
Germany, Monsieur Laval said that 
he wished to pay a tribute to 
France’s conquerors. Not only 
had the Germans not sought to 
humiliate the French nation, but 
they actually were offering her a

THE OUZEL GALLEY 


The Dublin Chamber of Commerce, 
the most ancient institution of its kind 
in the world, owes its genesis to the 
Ouzel Galley Society, which was 
founded under romantic circumstances 
in or about 1705. The story was told 
to Dublin Rotary Club members 
j yesterda by Mr. J. Harold Alyward. 

The Ouzel, in the ownership of a 
Dublin merchant and engaged in the 
Smyrna trade, sailed from Ringsend 
for the Levant and was not heard of 
again for several years A claim was 
made for her, and duly paid. Soon 
afterwards she reappeared in the 
Liffey, loaded with rich booty. Her 
captain stated that on the voyage out 
she had been’ ca — by Algerine 
corsairs, who used her as a corsair. 
After some years her Irish crew were 
able to regain possession of the ship 
and sail her home again. Litigation 
arose between the underwriters and 
the owners as to the ownership of the 
booty, and was settled by arbitration. 
To commemorate this triumph of the 
principle of private arbitration, the 
Ouzel Galley Society—the ancestor of 
the Dublin Chamber of Commerce— 
was founded, and existed until its dis- 
solution by an Order of the Court of 
Chancery in 1888.
